RLeioh of Mr. Prentioe

The voteran jowrnalist whose death is just
reported by telezraph was born in 'reston, Con-
nectlieut, on December 2, 1803, and was conse-
quently sixty-six years old. He was gradunted
at Brown University al the aze of nineteen, and
bacame principal of a high school in Martford.
He afterwards edited the Hartford HReview,
and became a  personal enemy of  Mr.
Gideon Welles, who at the time was a rival
oditor in the same town. In 1850, however,
ho established the Jowrnal in Louisville, and
remained chief proprictor and oditor of it
until & fow months ngo, when, by a strange con-
eatenation of circumstances, he loat his pariner-
ship. The paper siace then has been consoli-
dated with its oldest rival, snd he was employed
upon it ns nn assistant editor. The last ton years
of his life were full of trouble to the old
man, During the war, notwithsiandiog
his Unionism, both his sons went to the
Rebel army. The elder wus Killed in battle.
The younger, in a personal affray in Vieginda,
killed a comrade, snd was tried by military
commission for murder. The old man obtained
leave from President Lincoln and from Jeff,
Davia to pass through the hostile lines, and re-
maingd at his son's side In the Hebel camp
during the trial, which resalied, partly through
his efforts, in acquittal.

His wife, who wns a musical composer of con-
siderable note and a leader of the fon in his clty,
died only about = year and & half ago. Appa-
rently, the flowery paths through which he
wandered to poesy became thorny and rugged at
the end. He tanght in sorrow what he
learned in song. Ile had still the old
fire, and bLis genius had yet been dowmi-
nant in Kentucky polities, but, forced by
circumstances to adopt a creed in which hues hin |
no faith, be did not work with his old spirit. I1:
lot younger heads and stronger willz usmrp his
accustomed place, His Journal was his Idol,
but It was taken from the temple where he wor-
shipped, and he and his idol were none thg hot-
tor for the separation,
